The Nazis have again succeeded in focussing the limelight on 
themselves by their so-called Congress at Nuremberg. In their orgy 


of hysterical Jingoism and self-glorification, accompanied by all the 
usual trappings of Goebbels’ showmanship—drums, trumpets, 
banners and fireworks—not a word was said of any real constructive 
work for the country’s unemployed or its dilapidated finances, 
Instead, attention was fastened once more on the Jews, in a sort of 
pagan festival of hatred and blood. Shrewd observers will be inclined 


e to see behind the whole disgusting display nothing more than a 
pitiable confession of failure. No case? Then abuse the opposite 
party. Something has to be done to keep popular passions simmer- 


ing. and divert the mind of the people from contemplating actual

only weapon, they possess for countering the infamous campaign 
against them. But they did not take it till well after the Nazis had 
themselves wielded a similay weapon with deadly effect against the 
helpless little minority of their Jewish fellow-citizens.

It is a new 
thing in human relationships—though there is nothing, strange 
about it to the Nazi mentality— 


that if you are wantonly attacked 
with a lethal weapon, you may not take up similar arms against 
your assailant. When the Germans in the War suddenly resorted 
to poison gas, in violation of solemn international agreement, the 

sritish and other armies did not hesitate to repay them in kind, 
and only a Nazi besotted and faddled by his own wicked rantings 
can suppose that there should be one law for the German and 
another for his victims. Herr Goebbels now declares that he admits 
that “this cunning plot ’—the world boycott of German trade—is 
~ impeding and threatening’ his country. But he warns us that “the 
nations which tolerated the fight against Young Germany would find 
that their missiles would recoil on their own heads.” Taken at its 
face value, this looks like a threat of war, economic or otherwise, 
not merely against the Jews but against the whole of the rest 
of mankind. That so serious a declaration should be made by a 
responsible Nazi spokesman—almost simultaneously with a declara- 
tion by Hitler that he did not wish for war—shows the lengths to 
which the Nazis’ amazing self-confidence is going, and the menace to 
world peace already illustrated by the trouble stirred up with 
neighbouring countries. We are now, it seems, to have an intensive 
pro-Hitler propaganda in this and other countries, fed by the money 
which the Nazis are withholding from their foreign creditors. Accord. 
ing to one report, Herr Goebbels announced that “the solution of 
the Jewish question by the Nazi Government was originally intended 
to be limited to Germany. Now all the Jews will have to bear the 
consequences of their attitude. The Jewish problem has become a 
world problem which must be dealt with in all other countries in 
the same way and with the same aim as in Germany.” The other 
countries may be left to deal with this serious menace to their intern: 1 
peace and standards of civilisation.

In Eastern Europe tliere is a wonderful organisation—!'\" 
Jacob—which was founded ten years ago to protect and raise the 
position of Jewish girls in that stricken area. Its founders~ '" 
particular, one woman of inspired vision and energy, !'' 
Schenirer—were distressed by the existence, after the War, )" oe 
devastated regions, of a generation of girls without schooling, with, 
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out religious instruction, living in poverty and squalor, devoid of 
occupations, and the potential victims of those who prey upon 
fromale helplessness. Many, indeed, fell into the snares set for 
them. Others joined extremist parties in politics. Suicides among 
Jewish girls multiplied alarmingly. Beth Jacob set itself te correct 
these tragic conditions, and to give to Jewish maidens some of 
‘hat edueation up till then reserved exclusively for bovs. It bas, 
hy its astonishing and well-directed activities, succeeded in largel, 
transforming girl-life. ‘Schools have been provided in Poland, 
ttumania, Czechoslovakia, Lithuania, Austria, Hungary, Latvia 
“19 of them, with 28,000 pupils. Not only are the pupils given « 
ound education, they are also trained for trades and professions. 
Their health is carefully tended in clinics equipped for sun-ras 
treatment. Holiday camps are maintained for the weak and the 
viling. And, in addition, two large training centres, in Vienna and 
cracow, turn out a continuous stream of teachers trained on the 
modern lines. Since. the German tragedy developed, the 
tight of large numbers of “Ostjuden” Jews has immensely increased 
he number of girls whom the Beth Jacob must protect. Bit 
ihe same misfortune has also gravely weakened the finances 
' the movement; for German Jews, who were foremost in its support. 
re now no longer in a position to help, and twenty-eight Com 
ittees in Germany, which formed the major source of income. 
_ve even ceased to exist. The general situation is that unless 
sistance is forthcoming the schools and training colleges wil! 
have to be closed down, and nearly thirty thousand Jewish girls 
into the streets and exposed to unspeakable peril. Surely, 


this is an added calamity which Jews everywhere. whateve: 
present burdens may be, will strain every nerve to prevent! 
lt is true that the calls upon us, more especially for German 
liewry, are heavy, but they cannot justify the exclusion of 
every other claim for sympathy, and surely, too, the most effective 
nswer that we give to the Hitlerist tvranny is the answer of con 
structive remedial work—the will to build against the will to pul! 
down, the resolve to save against the will to destrov. The Beth

Raber H. LEVIN (Manchester). 


We regret to record the death, while on holiday at Southport, of 
Rabbi Harris Levin, at the age of sixty-one. As the result of being 
injured in a tramway accident on the Great Orme at Llandudno in 
August, 1932, the deceased suffered 
from paralysis. Rabbi Levin was 
born in Bielostock, Russia, and 
had resided in Manchester for 
over forty years. He was Rabbi 
of the “Chaye Adam” Synagogue 
for twenty years and Minister of 
the Rydal Mount Congregation, 
Cheetham, for eighteen years, and 
was one of the founders of the 
Broughton Branch of the Talmud 
Torah School and a member of 
the Manchester Beth Din. He 
was the author of SEFER ZORO 
in two volumes, and alsoa volume 
of sermons and addresses in 
English. The deceased was twice married, and leaves a wife and 
several children to mourn his loss. Thousands of people attended 
the funeral at Urmston Cemetery, Manchester, on Sunday, and a 
number of Rabbanim delivered addresses at the Synagogues en route 
and at the cemetery. 

Mr. R. BARROW-SICRER writes: 

In my official capacity as President of the Manchester Shechita Board 
it was my privilege often to meet and consult Rabbi Levin, and I learned 
to respect and admire him for his great learning and helpful advice. As 
a member of our Beth Din he discharged the duties of his high office not 
only with a deep religious zeal‘but with a sympathy that earned the 
gratitude of all who sought his counsel. So stern was his sense of duty 
and so pious his ways that even when illness overtook him his strong will 
overcame his frailty and he continued to discharge his holy duties. To 
his widow and family I offer my deep sympathy. 


Rabbi 1. J. YOPFRY writes: 


The sudden death of Rabbi H. Levin, 7, has. deprived the 
Manchester Jewish Community of an outstanding spiritual leader. He 
was appointed a Rabbi of the Board of Shechita thirty-three years ago, 
and simultaneously became a member of the Beth Din in which he 
served wholeheartedly and with unflagging energy. He took an intense 
interest in the various religious problems which the Beth Din are called upon 
to grapple with from time to time, and even in failing health he attended 
all its sittings with unremitting zeal. For years he faithfully served the 
Board of Shechita even when it meant self-denial, by vehemently 
denouncing from thé pulpit, an@ on every possible occasion, all opposition 
to its authority that was actuated by selfish and private mot'ves, 
realising that it was bound to undermine the religious etability of the 
Community. As a Talmudical scholar and a pious Rabbi of strictly 
orthodox principles hia memory will long be cherished. May the Almighty 
comfort his grief-stricken wife and family. 


Mr. E. R. JESSURUN, 

Mr. Elias Robert Israel Jessurun, who died on Tuesday last at 
the age of seventy-four, was best known in the Community as the 
Choirmaster of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation. He 
belonged to an old English Sefardi family, being ason of Abraham 
I, Jessurun, a solicitor, to whom he was at first articled. He 
relinquished his legal studies, however, at an early age in order to 
devote himself to music, of which he became a talented teacher. 


In 1880 he was appointed Choirmaster of the Spanish and Portuguese | 


Congregation, and held the office till the day of hs death. In the larger 
Community he became actively associated with the Jewish Communal 
League, particularly as its leader on the musical side. He conducted 
a School of Music, of which the late D. M. Davis was the teacher of 
pianoforte, He held the degree of Fellow of the Society of Teachers. 


Mr. Jessurun officiated on many notable occasions, such as the 


Special Services in connection with the centenary and death of Sir 
Moses Montefiore, which were held at the Bevis Marks Synagogue, 
as well as the bicentenary of that Synagogue in 1901 and the 150th 
anniversary of the Board of Deputies. His most recent public 
appearance was his conducting of the choir of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue at the Service of Intercession at the Albert 
Hall, where his rendering of the Sefardi choral portion of the 
Service evoked general admiration. He also officiated at the 
Centenary Service of the Montefiore Synagogue at Ramsgate. As 
Editor of the SkEPHARDI MELopIEs published in 1931, he made a 
valuable and permanent contribution to the study of Jewish liturgical 


music. Mr. Jessurun was interred at the Hendon Burial Ground on 
Thursday. 


Mr. WILLIAM SAGAR (Kimberley). 


A pioneer of the Diamond Fields passed away recently with the 
death of Mr. William Sagar, J.P., one of the oldest and most 
esteemed residents of Kimberley, and one who had been identified 
with the activities of the city ever since it was a mining camp. Mr. 
Sagar was a native of Liverpool, and was seventy-six years of age. 
He was educated at the Liverpool Institute. He arrived in South 
Africain the early ‘eighties, and spent some years in diamond mining, 
being among the pioneers in various commercial enterprises in 
Beaconsfield, then known as Dutoitspan. During that period he 


served as a member of the Town Council for ten years. He Was

As head of the philosophical 
department at Hanover University, 
he early earned the enmity of the 
Nazis, and was compelled to give 
up his lecturing work ‘in 1926, 
after which he became active as a 
publicist..

Is Jewish “Emancipation ” 
a Failure ?

In Germany, as | have pointed out, 
and as everybody knows, this has been tried out on an extreme 
scale. To use the German saying, the German Jews have even 
poured out the baby with the bath.” Many of them did not boggle 
even at religious assimilation. In the literal sense of the phrase, 
they went the whole hog, and the result is: Hitlerism and the 
crash of German Jewish’ emancipation. Clearly, there is no 
certitude about either the selling qualities of assimilation or tle 
permanence of emancipation. A great nation has shown that 
emancipation can be cancelled as well as conceded, and—this 
is the important point—its action thereby casts a doubt 
on Jewish emancipation elsewhere. The fact was vividly por- 
lrayed by Mr, Sokolow in one of his speeches to the Zionist 
Congress. “ Anti-Semitism,” he said “ has recently struck a deadly 
blow at our people in the Diaspora” (not merely Germany, mark 
you. “Emancipation,” he went on, “has been shaken at its 
foundations, which have been thrown into confusion as by an earth. 
quake.” Germany has proved not only that Jewish emancipation 
“ay not be secure, but that nothing that Jews, on their part, can co 
can always be certain to make it secure. That, I take it, is a bold, 
thick query-mark against the theory of emancipation and the faith 
in Lhe Jew's possession of a fatherland outside Palestine. 


iba MONTEFIORE, in his letter, avoids the German challenge to 

his belief, but quotes a number of other countries. In Italy, 
Holland, France and England, he cries, a fatherland is not demied 
to the dews. There is one question that leaps to the lips on read. 
ing (his catalogue of countries. None of them has a very large 
Jewish population. They have all absorbed Jews in comparatively 
sii! doses. Would Dr. Montefiore be quite so sure of himself if 
those doses were doubled or trebled? 1 watched the great Jewish 
meron to Hyde Park some weeks Ago. As the seemingly endless 
files strode along, the one comment of Gentile onlookers that 
(inost overheard consisted of an expression of uneasy astonishment 
that ‘here were so many Jews in London. When the number of Jews 
'n ltaly is multiplied without evil reactions, I shall then be in a 
beller position to say whether Italy is truly their fatherland—at 
the noment, disquieting reports reach me from that country. As 
for Nrance, can Dr.. Montefiore have really forgotten the Dreyfus 
“se, and the “Mort aux Juifs” scribbled on the walls of Paris 
hot so many years ago? Even now, for all the kindly deeds done by 
the French to German refugees, anti-Semitism in France is not an 
entirely extinct volcano. But, in any case, what of all the vast number 
of countries beyond the small band which Dr. Montefiore cites? 
Emancipation is supposed tobe afactin Eastern Europe. Yet-a series. 
“' Minorities Treaties have liad to be imposed to give it reality, and 
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we know that sometimes these have been flouted l believe,” said 
Mr. Sokolow in the speech already mentioned, ~ I may state without 
exaggeration that there are now large countries whose Jewish 
population wishes, nay, is compelled with few exceptions to 
emigrate to Eretz Yisrael, and is kept from taking this step only

HE other day I found myself in conversation with a Member of 
Parliament of some importance, who, after discounting the 
reports of the German Jews’ ill-treatment, reassured me with some 
such words as: “ But never mind: so long as you Jews in England 
remain decent, law-abiding citizens, you have nothing to fear here! © 
I felt stung to the quick at this gracious remark. What other com. 
munities in the country, I asked myself, have any conditions affixed 
to their peaceful residence in these islands ? What would any one of 
them say if such a proposition were suddenly put uptothem? When 
{ heard it put up to me, for all the world as though it was something 
quite normal and sweetly reasonable, | had the justifiable feeling 
that I was living under sufferance, that a number of offences by 
Jews would be deemed a breach of the conditions of tolerance, and 
that Jewish equatity was a myth and Jéwish emancipation an unripe 
thing, whatever Dr. Montefiore may say. 


T may be that emancipation—‘full-blooded and undeniable—will 
come one day. Perhaps a century or so of waiting for it is not 
too long for a race with our thousands of years of chequered history. 
But while armchair philosophers are waiting—I am not here referring 
to Dr. Montefiore, who has been an earnest worker in bis peoples 
eause—Jewry is bleeding from a hundred wounds and its spirit is 
humiliated and crushed. Dr. Montefiore dees not say how long he 
is prepared, as an anti-Zionist, to wait until humanity makes up its 
mind really to emancipate the Jews. But Zionists are not willing to 
gamble with the lives of a whole people, and demand the only certain 
Jewish emancipation—in a Jewish National Homeland. Zionism is 
a policy of insurance taken out against the worst that may befall, 
against the final or partial failure of emancipation. That is the 
who'e difference between the Liberal Jewish leader and his 
opponents, and I have no doubts as to which camp I, for one, 
prefer to be found in. Every people bas the right to live and 
breathe freely on Gods green ¢ arth. That is all there is to it!

THE LATE Mr. B. S. STRAUS. 
Rubbi Dr. SAMUBRL DAICHES writes: 


Life is becoming poorer and poorer; and some of the best are going 
from us, even before their full course has been run. B.S. Straus was 
ne of the best; he was what one might call a universal Jew. He was 
jsnterested in all Jewish questions, and looked upon them from a universal 
Jewish point of view. _He was not an official Zionist, but he was so com. 
pletely Jewish in his sympathies that he was always on the Zionist side. 
tte was“ Reform,” but he atways championed traditional, orthodox causes. 
it is over twenty yeara since we first began to work. together at the 
Deputies. There was, from the beginning, a bond of sympathy, human 
and Jewish, betwoen us. Although we belonged to different schools of 
thought in Judaism, we seemed to belong to the same school of feeling. 
We never seemed to differ. Sometimes, after a lively Deputies’ meeting, 
at which he and I happened to have sooken, he used to come to me, 
beaming with happiness, and say: ** Nothing gives me more joy than to 
hear you sey that Llama goodJew. Andindeed lam.” And so he was, 
for he typified the unity of Israel. ‘That he made fine contributions to 
the work of the Deputies, both in open meeting and in Committee, is well 
known. During the last few years, when he was ill, he offered to resign 
from the office of Treasurer of the Deputies, but he was asked to remain, 
and he obeyed. He tried to hide his suffering. The last time I saw him 
was on July 26th at a mecting of the Joint Foreign Committee, when he 


made an impassioned appeal for strenuous activity on behalf of the Jews 


in Germany. B.S. Straus was a lovable man, and his death is a great 
loss to the Community. To his friends his memories will entwine

The death of Bertram 8. Straus has deprived the country and the 
fommunity of a loyal servant.

Hitler Re-affirms Jew-Murder Policy 


TRIBUTE TO JEWRY’S BOYCOTT DEFENCE WAR 
THE ENEMY CONFESSES DISCOMFORT 


THE SUCCESS OF THE BOYCOTT. 


Dr. Goebbels’ Admission. 


For the first time since his assumption of power, Chancellor 
Hitler assailed the Jews in a public statement last Friday, when a 
proclamation written by him was read out at the Congress of the 
National Socialist Party opened at Nuremberg. He attacked the 
Jews as an insidious foreign element sowing the spirit of doubt and 
disruption among the nations, and threatening to bring about the 
collapse of the Western world. The Nazi movement had fought 
against these poisoners of the German people, and would continue to 
tight against them until they were utterly destroyed. Germany had 
been brought by them to the verge of Bolshevism, and only the Nazi 
movement had saved it from this fate. Now those who had brought 
Germany to her misfortunes were living safely abroad, instead of 
sharing the sufferings of their tools and victims, and were trying to 
incite the world against Germany by their international affiliations. 
Other speeches reiterating anti-Semitic policy were delivered by 
Dr. Goebbels and Herr Rosenberg. The latter denied that there 
had been any persecution of the Jews. What had happened was 
merely the restoration of elementary justice towards the German 
people, who had cast off Jewish domination. Foreign representa- 
tives who reproached the German Government with discrimination 
against Jews had been to'd that those who had approved or put up 
with the discrimination against the German people by the Treaty of 
Versailles had no right to complain. Was it to the interest of other 
nations to bring Europe to chaos by a world boycott of Germany 
just because the Jewish minority wished it? Any weakening of 
Germany meant a strengthening of world Communism, and, finally, 
a European collapse. Dr. Goebbels attacked the Jews for what he 
termed their betrayal of everything German when they had control of 
affairs in Germany. Nota hair of a Jew's head, he said, had been 
touched without reason, the italics being a modification of his 
previous claim. The Jews had succeeded in creating a temporary 
foreign crisis for Germany, but they themselves had suffered more 
from it than Germany, although the latter was still threatened by 
their world plot.” “We still feel ourselv s handcuffei and threatened 
by this cleverly thought-out plot, which has veen carried out strictly 
according to plan,’ he declared.  ‘ This boycott is causing us much 
concern, for it hangs over us like a cloud.” 

After the Nazi rally was over,many thousands of the uniformed 
men who took part in it remained a day or two in Nuremberg and 
instituted a boycott against several Jewish shops which went on 
all day without interference by the authorities. People attempting 
to enter these shops were met by pickets who turned them away. 
Members of the " Nazi Women’s League” played a prominent part 
in the boycotting. THe Times states that the boycott was dis. 
continued on Tuesday. 

THe Times states that in consequence of her ill-treatment by 
Nazi storm troops in Nuremberg some weeks ago, Friulein Betti 
Suss has become mentally affected and has been sent to a mental 
home at Erlangen. Friulein Siiss, it will be remembered, was seen 
in the company of a Jew and as a punishment was seized by a party 
of storm troops who shaved her head and dragged her through 
the streets and into the cabarets with a placard round her neck 
bearing the words: “ I have offered myself to a Jew.” | 

THe Times reports a further instance of parading Jews through 
the streets at Kassel, where “a man with a semi-shaven head 
was marched through the streets between two women, who were 
wearing hats, but whose heads seemed to observers also to have 
been shaven. The man, a Jewish manufacturer in the middle 
thirties, wore a placard with the words ‘I, a Jew, have defiled 
German girls. The women were alleged to be his mistress and her 
mother. Observers state,’ Tor Times concludes, “that a consider- 
able crowd followed, but seemed more curious than approving, and 
by-standers were heard to remark that this spectacle went too fay.’ 

Renewed isolated attacks on Jews in the Jewish quarter of 
Berlin occurred last week in connection with the frequent parade 
marches of Nazi storm troops in streets inhabited by Jews. Among 

the latest victims are a Jew and Jewess who were cruelly beaten. 
The Jewess, Fraw Loewenthal, is now in a serious condition in the 
hospital as a result of the thrashing she received. These attacks were 
made in the presence of the heads of the Nazi detachments, but 
nobody interfered with the assailants.

MOHAMMED AND THE MIDRASH. 


Les Origines des Legendes Musulmanes, by D. Sidersky: pp. 161. 


Par.s. (Paul Geuthner. 100 francs). 


Reviewed by HERBERT LOEWE, 


The indebtedness of Mohamme’ to Jewish sources has long been 
recognised. Just a century ago, Abraham Geicer graduated with a thesis 
on this very ‘subject: and since then other scholars, such as Muir and 
Hirschfeld, have followed the same path. Mr. Sidersky treats the theme 
in a somewhat different way. He has taken the Bible narrative and 
divided it into-episodes mentioned in the Koran. To each epis de he has 
prefaced the actual passage from the Surah cone erned and he has then 
given the Midrashic parallels, in text and in translat on. The advantage 
of this method is that the reader who desires to know the Mosiem vcrsion 
ofa particular incident, such as the Worship of the Golden Calf, or a parti 
cular hero. e.¢.. David, Moses, can find the material conveniently collected 
and arranged. Mr. Sidersky frequently furnishes new material, which will 
be found of considerable value. It is not always certain that the borrowing 
has been direct. Ac both Noeldeke and Hirschfeld have, each of them, 
shown. Mohammed's sources were various. During his early journeys in 
Syria, he came into contact with many and diverse influences. Again, the 
“uestion of his illiteracy is by no means decided. His often repeated 


assertion that he was a “‘ blind’’ prophet is possibly a mere rhetorical 
remark. Shakespeare, who glories in knowing little Latin and less Greek, 
is said, byperbolically and paradoxically, to have known ** more Latin and 
If Mohammed had an acqnaintance, albeit hasty and 
nnperfect, with the literary products of the Syrian Christians and Jews, 
we must be prepared to look much further afield for the origins of some 
of his teachings and parables than we are sometimes prepared to de, 


most (reek. 


when we assume that. all his knowledge of Christianity and Judaism was 


areay 


lt is a great merit of the present book that it carries on the deductions 
from Koranic material into Hadith and the later historians. Tabari, for 
exampic, preserves Old Testament matter which does not occur in the 
Koran, but which proltiably Jabari derived not from Jewish sources but 


from old Mos'em tradition. 


Mr. Sidersky would do -well to take into consideration the 
dates of. the different Midrashim Some of these, in their present 
recension, are regarded as definitely post-Mohammedan, and few 
indeed could have been in such general circulation between 570 and 
632, the limits of Mohamuveil’s lifetime. as to permit the inference 
that the common people were familiar with them... It is not with 
the higher classes but with the common folk alone that Mohammed, 
asa humble camel driver, could presumably have associated. If, then, 
parallels occur between the. Koran and later MVidrashim, one of two « on 
clusions is possible, and of these the latter is the more probable. The 
Vidrashim may prove to be earlier than is usually supposed or else the 
parallel is to be established not with these Midrashim themselves. but 
with their earlier sources. An example in point is the Midrash hag-Gadol 
ip. 45). This work is, as is generally held, a thirteenth century compila 


tion. It is hardly suitable then, for Mr. Sidersky to cite a passage from 


as béing the direct source of Surah I1., 262. The material contained in the 
Midrash hag-t;adol may possibly be regarded as the origin of the hKoranik 


passage, but not the Midrash itself.

My Berl Lon ker and Mr. Nahum Soko OW 
replied on behalf of the Executive to the general discussion 
nicht. Profs brodetsk\ said the deve lopments ing the 
next five or ten vears in the Near East might turn out to be very 
ecerious.for the Jewish work in Palestine. They should not make 
the mistake of belreving that Jews were being res eived into Pales 
{ine with open arms. The proWem of the Zionist movement was 
more serious than many thought it Was. The accusations brought 
by one section against another were causing the greatest danmiage to 
the movement. 

Professor Brodetsky complained of the spirit of warfare which 
Dr, Wise bad raja ted into the Cougress by his speech, in which he 
had at the same time praised the Executive, which included repre 
sentatives of the Left which he had attacked. He himself was far 
from sharing Dr. Wise’s optimism about the polhtical situation of 
Zionism. He concluded with a warning not to play with the Arab 
question. The problem of a Coalition with the Arabs was one 
of the most important problems before them, he said. Kvery 
endeavour towards an approach with the Arabs such as was made, 
in particular, by Jewish Labour in Palestine, must be supported, 
he urged. 

Mr. Sokolow said that he would summarise his convictions by 
saying that though the work depended not on one element alone, vet 
in the centre of the national upbuilding work must stand the 
workers, who had achieyed more than any other section in forming 
the backbone of the movement, and of the Palestine upbuilding 


work. What the Jewish people had lacked was ithe Jewish worker . 


and the Jewish agriculturist, and that Palestine had givep thein. 
He urged the Jewish workers to enrol in the Histadruth to prevent 
a second Histadruth, because division was a danger. He warned 
them against confusing Zionism with Socialism, however. For 
Socialism there is no place at a Zionist Congress, he said. He 
expressed his belief that the Mizrachi exaggerated in its complaints 
of rion-observance of the Sabbath by the workers in Palestine. The 
Sabbath is an essential institution in Judaism, he said, but nowhere 
in Europe had he seen the Sabbath so well observed as in Palestine. 

Mr. Sokolow proceeded to say that he deplored the discussions 
and the excitement at the Congress about the Arlosoroff murder, 
which was still sub judice. So long as the matter was being investi- 
gated, Congress should not deal with it and prejudice the work of 
the Law Courts and the proper law authorities. Dealing with the 
Jewish situation in Germany, he repeated his declaration that the 
Zionist Organisation must co-operate with other central Jewish 
organisations in order to combat all attempts at withdrawing Jewish 
equality rights, in all the countries of the Diaspora, as well as for 
Palestine.

done for a considerable while to come; and the whole apparatus 
of mercantile activity has been joltingly slowed down almost 
to a standstill at Jaffa Port. It would seem as though there 
were almost a tacit understanding within the Government, the 
assurances of the High Commissioner regarding its sympathy in the 
progress of Tel-Aviv notwithstanding, not to embark upon any 
project which would react to the advantage of the Jewish town, 
which has eclipsed within ten short years the hesitation of Jaffa 
for centuries, 

The building of a quay at Tel-Aviv must be one of the central 
features of any policy designed to check the grave situation of 
import activity prevailing at Jaffa Port.

The Arab Boycott a Dead Letter. 


SUMMER LASSITUDE. 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM. | 

There were many who were sceptical as to the prospects of a 
successful Arab boycott when it was launched grandiloquently bj 
the Arab political coteries of Palestine some months ago. The 
sceptics are now justified. The Arab boycott has proved a dismal! 
failure and, if anything, it has stimulated even the most extreme 
effendis to a more elaborate patronage of Jewish enterprise. [t isa 
well known fact in Jerusalem that the principal Jewish cafe, the 
famous “ Vienna,’ where all and sundry forgather, attracts the 
cream of the politicians and agitators, while other Jewish cafes, 
serving the purpose of social rendezvous and friendiy intercourse, 
never lack the familiar tarbush among the guests. 

in Arab cireles now, it is freely admitted that the bovcott never 
was a success. When the Arab Fair—really a bazaar of Oriental 
goods—was opened, the Arab newspapers made much of the fact 
that Government officials and Jews, particularly Jewish journalists, 
had not been invited. Then the Arab newspapers waxed wroth 
because no mention had been made of the Fair in the Hebrew Press. 
Now, the Arab Fair has formally invited the High Commissioner to 
attend, which he did the other day, and another vain Arab hope of 
political aggrandisement, in the form of its trumpeted boycott, was 
exploded. 

Arab politics generally seem to be suffering from their usual 
summer lassitude. Rifts within the Istaglal Party. constant 
Ministerial squabbles in Transjordan and events in surrounding 
countries occupy much attention. At present, the lecal Arab 
nationalist movement seems to be dying away through inanition. 
The Mufti of Jerusalem, one of the props of agitation. is away in 
India trying to raise funds for his pet project of a Moslem University ; 
his absence may have something to do with the uncanny silence in 
the Arab political splere, for despite the assertions of mang that Haj 
Amin Al Husseini really carries no weight among his people, there 
always does seem to be tranquility among them whenever he is out 
of the country. 

One striking example of Arab Janguor nowadays is the failure 
to publish any official pronouncement on the French Reports. The 
Jewish Agency's considered and thoughtful analytical reply has 
received wide attention.

Edgar Mowrer Tells the Truth. 


The Foreign Press Association in Berlin held a general meeting on 
|uesday to elect a suecessor to Mr. Edgar Mowrer, of the CHicago DAILY 
\epws, Mr. Mowrer addressed a letter to the Association, which was read 
1t the meeting. After recounting the events leading to his resiguation, 
Mr. Mowrer'’s letter sa’d that soon after his resignation the German 
siovernment had demanded his early departure from Berlin from the 
\'nited States authorities both in Perlin and in Washington. The German 
‘tovernment could have expelled him as an undesirable alien, but was not 
prepared to do this. It wished, so he had been privately informed, to give 
‘he impression that the foreign Press in Berlin was free and unrestricted 
vhile effecting the departure of those correspondents whose knowl dge of 
‘he German situation was sufficient for them not to fall victims to German 
propaganda. The Government, therefore, did not say “ Recall Mowrer or 
ve will throw him out,.’’ It said, ** Take Mowrer out of Germany, and 
juickly at that, as we Can no longer be answerable for his bodily safety.’’ 
it was unique in diplomatic history that a Government firmly seated in the 
.addle should confess its impotence to foreign diplomats. The United States 
Government and the United States representatives in Berlin had in these 
ireumstances pressed him to aceclerate his departure. It was perhaps 
known only to few members of the Association how many of their 
-olleagues had been lost to it because they had refused to surrender their 
madependence before the German Government. The letter concluded with 
the allegation that the German Government “ persecutes correspondents 
not because their reports are untrue, but because the facts they report 
might injare the real or supposed interests of Germany abroad.’’ The 
meeting elected Mr. Norman Ebbut, the Berlin correspondent of THE 
rimes, President in Mr. Mowrer’s place.

At a 
banquet given in his honour in Rome, however, light was thrown upon a 
less official aspect of his work, when the German Ambassador wished him 
luck, and Herr Willis revealed his intention of intriguing with Sir Oswald 
Mosley for a Nazi revolution in Eagiaud.

haa World-Jewish Conference Opens in Geneva. 


A Drive for Unity. 


Representatives of Jewish organisations from twenty-four 
countries, including large delegatiens from the U.S.A., Poland and 
France, were present at the Salle Centrale in Geneva last Tuesday, 
when the Second. WorldJewish Conference opened under the 
auspices of the Executive Committee of the World-Jewish Congress, 
the Comite des Délégations Juives and the American Jewish 
Congress. 

The object of the Conference was to prepare for the forthcoming 
World Jewish Congress and to create a body able to speak for united 
Jewry in its protest against events in Germany. It is hoped to win 
for the new body the power to represent the Jewish people before the 
Council of the League of Nations, and the Governments and public 
opinion of the world. 

Among those taking part are Dr. Stephen Wise, Mr. M. H. Davis, 
President of the Federation of Synagogues, M. Léonce Bernheim, 
Dr, Margulies (who defended the Bernheim petition before the 
Council of the League of Nations), and many other prominent 
Jewish leaders. Many notable exiles from Germany are also attend- 
ing, including Emil Ludwig, Georg Bernhard and Arnold Schéinberg.

Polish Nazis’ New Attacks on Jews. 


Renewed attacks on Jews are reported from Western Poland by 
the recently-formed Polish National Socialist Party. In Lodz, a 
number of Jews were attacked and beaten. The police had to inter- 
vene and several of the Nazis were arrested. In Kattowitz, Polish 
Upper Silesia, Jewish merchants were attacked in the street by Nazi 
newspaper-sellers. In both centres the Polish Nazis are extremely 
active and have distributed quantities of anti-Jewish literature.

HOLLAND. 
An Important Legal Ruling. 


No Racial Distinctions in Dutch Courts. 
[From Our Corre spondent. - AMSTERDAM. | 


The broadminded attitude adopted by a Judge in the Law 
Courts of Utrecht has given great satisfaction to our Communit, 
A few days ago, a German manufacturer began proceedings against 
a merchant in Utrecht and sought the assistance of the Court to 
instruct the defendant to give his evidence before a tribunal in 
Elberfeld (Germany). The defendant objected on the ground that 
his legal adviser, being a Jew, would not be allowed to plead .on his 
behalfina German Court, and, in any case, “ would not be given such 
freedom to protect his interests as would be afforded him in the 
Dutch Courts, where equal justice was meted out to all, irrespective 
of race or creed,” 

In his considered reply, the Judge found that the obstacles 
raised by the defendant were justified. The defendant. he said, 
had the right to insist upon the support of his legal adviser or to be 
represented by him. In the circumstances, he could appreciate the 
defendants desire “not to come before a German tribunal where 
his legal adviser would be hampered. Here in Holland, race or 
religion form no obstacles in the tranquil and calm conduct of legal 
matters in Court and the chance of unfair hearing is entirel) 
eliminated.” He was, therefore, unable to grant the demand made 
by the appellant, and ruled that the case be tried in the Dutch 
courts,

A School for German Jews. 


An important work on behalf of young German Jewry is being 
provided for in a scheme recently set on foot for the establishment 
of a school in Scheveningen, the seaside resort adjacent to the 
government city of The Hague. This scheme has made such progress 
that the founders anticipate opening the school very shortly. The 
institution is intended. exclusively for German-Jewish children of 
fugitives now residing in Holland, and the education in’ the main 
section of the school will be based on the curriculum obtaining iu 
the Dutch secondary schools with preparatory classes for the profes- 
sions. Attached to the schools will be a Kindergarten. 

Admission will also be granted to German-Jewish children 
whose transfer from Germany can be arranged from time to time. 
Further facilities will be extended to students from the higher 
forms in German intermediate schools, who find it impossible to 
proceed with their education in that country. The school provides 


for internal students and for the preparation of German pupils for 
eventual transfer to Dutch schools. 
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Queen Wilhelmina’s Birthday Honours. 


A number of Jews appear in the birthday honours on the 
occasion of the Queen's birthday celebrations. In some of the cases 
the honours are conferred for work rendered essentially in the 
service of the Jewish Community. 

Foremost among those honoured is Dr. D. M. Sluys, the Secre- 
tary of the United Synagogue and the Central Commission ‘the 
Dutch Board of Deputies), and the undisputed authority on Jewish 
history in the Netherlands, who has been created a Knight of the 
Order of Orange-Nassau. 

A signal honour has been conferred upon Mr. Ed. Gerzon, who. 
in addition to holding the rank of Officer of the Order of Orange 
Nassau, has now had conferred upon him a Knighthood in the Order 
of the Netherlands Lion. Mr. Gerzon is one of Amsterdam's 
leading merchants, besides being a notable Communal worker. 

Mr. I. de Groot, a member of the Staff of one of the Jewish 
communal schools has been awarded the silver medal of the Order 


of Orange Nassau in recognition of forty years’ service as an 


oducationalist.. The decoration was handed to Mr. de Groot, on behalf | 


of the Queen, by Alderman Abrahams of the Amsterdam City Council. 

Another recipient of a Knighthood for essentially Jewish work is 
\r. J. Gerzon, President of the Home for Aged Jews in Gréningen, 
while the Rev. B. D. Duque, Minister of the “ Mikve Isroel” Con- 
vregation at Caracao (Dutch West Indies), has received a Knighthood 
n the Order of Orange Nassau. In all other cases those Jews who 
have received honours for public work are also closely identified 
with the Jewish Community.

Hitler's Book for the American Public. 


Publishers Severely Criticised. 


[Prom our Correspondent— New Yorx.} 


The AMERICAN HEBREW has severely attacked the: publishing 
house of the Houghton, Mifflin Company of Boston for undertaking 
to publish an English version of Hitler's Mein Kampf,” and has 
urged all Americans to boycott the book as well as to protest to the 
publishers. It intimates that the publishing of the book has 
undertaken by this respectable publishing house “with a 
cold-bloodedness that smacks of crass commercialism.’ “We 
understand,” the AMERICAN HEBREW states, “that there was no 
scramble among American publishers to acquire the publication 
rights of ‘Mein Kampf.’ This would indicate that the proverbial 
American spirit of fair play is still strongly embedded in the hearts 
of our compatriots. But this fact makes it all the more’amazing 
that a concern such as the Houghton, Mifflin Company, once known 
for decency and discernment, should, above all others, choose to be 
the purveyor of the poison contained in Hitler's screed.” 

In reply to overtures made to the publishers by the AMERICAN 
HEBREW to preyent the publication of this book, the Houghton, 
Mifflin Company claim that it is “a document in contemporary 
history of sufficient importance to warrant publication by 
publishing house.” 

The protest by the AMERICAN HEBREW has been given wide 
mention in the daily press. The New York EVENING Post, com- 
menting on-its standpoint, considers that Jews have nothing to 
fear from the publication of the book, pointing out that the effect 
of the publication of excerpts by THE Times was of supreme yalue 
to Jewry in exposing the nature of Hitlerism.

Anti-Semitism Arraigned. 


Challenge to Propaganda-Mongers. 
[From our Correspondent.—Catro. } 


The celebrated French lawyer, Maitre Henri Torrés, who will 
represent in Court M. U. Jabés, the well-known Cairo broker, in his 
action against the President of the German Community for having 
published and circularised a booklet on “ Judaism and Germany ”’ 
containing false statements about Jews, is shortly to arrive in Cairo. 
Maitre Torrés will be supported by M. L. Castro. 

M. Jabés bases his action (as reported in THe JEWISH CHRONICLE of 
‘Nuly 14th) on the grounds that the plaintiff, being a Jew by origin, race 
and religion “ was personally injured by such insults and defamation 
which, aiming at the whole race, injure all Jews indiscriminately.’ 
\t is interesting to note that, pending the trial, local German book- 
sellers continue to distibute this booklet,and similar ones on demand. 
Meanwhile, the Egyptian League against German Anti-Semitism has 
joined the International League against Anti-Semitism, whose 


headquarters are in Paris, and will be known in future as its 
Egyptian section.

Nazi Intrigues in Turkey. 
—_ 
[From our Correspondent—IsTANBUL. 


An attempt by Germans in Turkey to arouse prejudice against 
Jews by allegations of boycott action against Germany has been 
countered by a categorical statement by the Turkish Chamber of 
Commerce to the effect that difficulties in connection with the 
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withdrawal of German goods are to be traced to personal interest 
only, while in many other cases delay of withdrawal or of payment 
are the consequence of the present system of quotas. There was 
no ground, it declared, to suppose that Jewish firms bad formed a 
united front to boycott German goods. 

In view of the fact that any course constituting an infringement 
of the authority of the State is deeply resented here, the action of 
the Germans was openly an attempt to intrigue against the Jews. 
At the same time, their action aimed at discouraging united action 
against German trade. It should be borne in mind that the measure 
of success of German imports to Turkey is largely due to the efforts 
of Jewish agents. That there may now be a disposition among 
some of them to look for other goods is understandable, although, 
naturally, this tendency could find expression only within the limits 
of Turkish commercial policy. 


HUNGARY. 


Hungarian Nazis Active. 


Brutal Attack on an Old Jew. 
From our Correspondent.— BUDAPEST. | 
Widespread activity by Nazis is reported from Hungary. In the 
country town of Székesfehérvar, Hungarian Nazis painted Jewish 
shop-windows and advertisements with huge Swastika signs. In 


Debreczen, on the occasion of the visit of eighty young Nazis from 


Germany at the invitation of the Hungarian Government, the local 
Nazis prepared a welcome for them at the station. In the same 
town, an eighty-year-old Jew named Herman Staending, was beaten 
by Nazis outside the local Brown House. When he complained to a 
policeman, a crowd of Nazis seized him and beat him again. 
Staending has now brought an action against his assailants, In 
Budapest, the Nazis prepared a demonstration in the busiest part of 
the town. A huge Swastika made of straw and logs was set light to, 
to the accompaniment of cries of ~ Heil Hitler,” and the distribution 
of leaflets. The police later arrested the demonstrators. 


CANADA.—The Mayor of Toronto, Mr. J. Stuart; has summoned 
together the leaders of the Jewish Community and of the Swastika Club, 
which was responsible for the recent anti-Jewish disturbances in the city, 
with a view to easing the state of tension. The leaders of the Swastika 
Club declared that they were not anti-Semites and that their only aim was 
to keep clean the bathing placesin thecity, “Ifthat is the case,” was the 
Jewish answer, ‘then adopt as your emblem a broom ora maple leaf, but not 
the Swastika, which stands for anti-Jewish outrages.’ The leaders of the 
Swastika Club, however, were unwilling to make any changes unless the 
Municipality of Torontodemanded them. The Mayor thereupon reminded 
the Swastika Club that the laws of the country were made for both 
Christians and Jews, and that he would not allow any organisation to 
usurp the functions of the police.. Fitially he asked all present to rise 
and sing toge hér the National Anthem and thus demonstrate their 
willingness as loyal Canadians to co-operate for the welfare of the country, 


FRANCE. —<Anti-Semitism does not appear to be a popular article in 
Paris, as a Rumanian anti-Semite recently discovered to his cost when hoe 
began to expound his theories in the Luxembourg Park and displayed a 
Swastika emblem. A group of French students, after soundly thrashing 
him, reminded him that he was enjoying the hospitality of a city the 
inhabitants of which had no liking either for the Swastika emblem or for 
Hitlerist teachings.

Professat Alexander and Zionism. 


Not a Recent * Convert.” 


TALK WITH A “JEWISH CHRONICLE” REPRESENTATIVE. 


Professor Alexander, when I saw him at his home in Manchester 
this week-end, showed no surprise when I asked him (writes a 


* JEWISH CHRONICLE representative) if he would be kind enough to 


define his attitade to Zionism, in view of his recently reported 
remark, in his speech at the Conference of International Jewish 
Students in London, that he had been converted to Zionism. 

~ L_ rather expected that someone would ask me that,” he said, 
stuilingly, “as I had seen the report of my speech as it was. pub- 
lished. But the remark, tsolated as it was, gave a false impression 
of my ‘conversion. tn so far as the statement was taken from the 
context it was a mistake-—-I was not converted to Zionism by the 
present German position at all, it is now a great number of vears 
since | became a Ziontst-—before the War, over twenty vears ago.” 

In angwer to my question as to what had caused him te become 
a Zionist at that time, Professor Alexander said that he had become 
convinced by talks on the subject which he had had while at the 
University of Manchester, and the result was that he had thought 
it a movement worthy of support. (lt is a fact that Professor 
Alexanders name has figured for a great many years in the regular 
local lists of contributors to the various Zionist funds, published in 
the annual reports of the Zionist organisations). ; 

There are even Zionists, however,’ continued the Professor. 
“who would deny that I am really a Zionist as they understand it, 
but,” he reiterated, “you may say that [ have been a supporter 
of the Zionist movement for a long time from conviction and am nol 
wrecent convert’ toit. But I do not think it is important —| 
not think that anvone is interested in my attitude to it. 

i demurred at this remark. But the Professor insisted and, as 
far as the subject of his own attitude was concerned, he would say 
nothing further. But he spoke a little on the German situation 
itself, and expressed his sorrow at the plight of the Jewish people 
there. His own immediate interest, he said, was the rather limited 
one of the professional people who were suffering, but from what he 
knew of their troubles he could understand how bad it must be for 
the others. Professor Alexander touched on the question of the 
allocation of the funds, but would express no decided opinion; he 
merely wanted to know if anything definite was being done in any 
direc‘ion. 

Almost appropos of nothing, and after musing for a few moments, 
Professor Alexander asked me: “When did Herzl write the 
Judenstaat? 1 was reading in some paper, only this morning, | 
think (perhaps you saw it vourself), that the Judenstaat was the 
outcome of Herzl’s feelings after the Dreyfus affair.” 
[ did not think it was quite that—the formulation of the idea giving 
vise to the book- may have taken place before the Dreyfus affair. 
Perhaps so," said Professor Alexander: “and I suppose we may 
take it that that affair quickened Herzl's ideas on the subject.” 

For those who are ready to see inferences in the remarks of 
famous men, perhaps this specific mention of Herzl by Professor 
Alexander may be some guide to the Professor's own reported

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A Grave Danger to the Community. 
From the Rev. J. HALPERN. 
To the Editor of THE J&eWIsH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—Your contributor Watchman,” true to the réle implicit 
in his name, sounded, in his article on “ Enemies of his People,” a 
warning which comes very appropriately. That warning may not 
be ignored, for it tells of a danger more dire than an enemy outside 
our gates. 

Anyone at all acquainted with the Jewish educational 
machinery of London knows how tragically true it is that. in the 
words of your contributor, “there are crowds of Jewish children 
yrowing up without any religious training.” 

We need a well organised system of education for the adolescent 
boy and girl. And the pre-requisite of such a system is an ideal 
type. Every other race and every other people has evolved a type 
symbolising its ideal. The English have created the public school 
type of English gentleman; in Italy and in every land where the 
pride of race beats high (and this pride need not take ignoble forms. 
despite the German tragedy) the youth are shown an ideal. 

The Anglo-Jewish Community, however, has hitherto moved 
forward blindly, never for one moment glimpsing the goal it has in 
view nor looking to see whether it has an emblem on its standard. 

troadly speaking, the Community is composed of two diverse 
elements. There is the “foreign” type, composed of the immigrants 
of a generation ago and their children, who in ways and outlook 
cling to a world that has gone. And there is the Anglo-Jew, typified 
by the average Synagogue member, lukewarm to Judaism and content 
to uphold vicariously the forms and ceremonies of his people. 

We have noemblem. We have not evolved our ideal AngloJew. 
and until we have created him all our attempts at adult education 
must prove abortive, 

Permit me to suggest that you throw open. your columns toa 
discussion of this serious question: What do we mean by the term 
Jew, here in England? Do we demand unflinching obedience to 
every word of the Shulchan Aruch? To-day, the word includes 
anybody and everybody, from the high official who has rendered 
noble service to his country without caring overmuch for his 
Judaism, to the humblest beggar who piously observes every letter 
of the Law; it is a synonym fot cunning, a lender, a rich man, an 
extortioner and a heretic. Any villain, as we have lately witnessed, 
born a Jew can befoul and besmirch the Jewish name. 

Is it not time that we substituted for all this an ideal figure of 
a Jew, a6 seen through the best minds of the Community, and that 
we directed our educational activities, elementary and adult, to its 
realisation ? The presentation of such an emblem would be of 
service to-day in showing the world the: pattern of a Jew, and its 
value in shaping the Jew of to-morrow can easily be imagined.

PROTESTANT JOURNAL'S SCATHING REBUKE. 

The ENGLISH CHURCHMAN, a Protestant family journal, contained in 
its last week's issue a scathing rebuke administered to the TABLET, a 
Noman Catholic journal. Says the Protestant paper: 

In dealing with the recent Arson case, our contemporary the TABLET 
indulges in what seems to us a somewhat unctuous admonition to the 
Jewish community. ‘* At this moment,'’ we read, ‘* It is of exceptional 
importance that our Jewish fellow-citizens should stand high in the public 
esteem. While most of such citizens are hard-working men and women, no 
less upright than Christians in their business dealings, and good examples 
to us all in their domestic relationships, the unpleasant fact remains that 
persons of Jewish and especially German-Jewish origin figure too often 
and too numerously in shady transactions. It is impossible to be a 
regular reader of law-reports without coming face to face with this ugly 
truth. There are not more than abont 300,000 Jews in the British Isles, 
which is much less than one per cent. of the population; but Jews con- 
tribute much more thin one per cent. to the totals of petitioning creditors 
in the Bankruptcy Court and of persons with whom the Law has to deal 
penally for this or that.’’ The admonition is followed by a sentence 
intended to show that the word of caution is given more in sorrow than in 
anger—" Heaven forbid that we should even seem to hit the Jews when 
they ave down; indeed, Heaven knows how friendly is our motive.’’ We 
do not know how this proof of sorrow’ng friendship will commend itself 
to the Jewish community. We are open to correction, but we have long 
been under the impression, or was it the delusion, that the Jews comrared 
favourably with the Roman Catholics in the matter of criminal statistics.

EXPLAINING JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE'S POLICY, 


Mr. Neville Laski, K,C., who is addressing a number of public 
meetings in London and the Provinces on the subject of the German 
Jewish tragedy, spoke on Tuesday evening at a meeting held in 
the Brondesbury Synagogue Hall, Chevening Road. Mr. Istpore 
AARONS presided, 

Mr. LASKI said that the situation in Germany had steadily gone from 
bad to worse. So long as the Nazi regime subsisted no Jewish youth of 
either sex in Germany would be able to follow a profession. Almost 
every Jewish civil servant, every Jewish Municipal employee had 
lost his post. It was only in a very limited sphere in trade that 
Jews were permitted to carn a livelihood. After referring to 
the foolish “International Jew” - legend, Mr. lLaski spoke of 
what had been done by the Joint Foreiga Committee to enlist the 
sympathy of governments and public opinion in behalf of suffering 
Gernian Jewry. Referring to the boycott of German goods, Mr. Laski 
said that he would be surprised ifany Jew worthy of the name, at the 
present time bought German goods or dealt in German services. That, 
of course, was a very different matter from proclaiming a public boy- 
cott. He had discussed this question of the boycott with responsible 
German Jews, who had expressed the fear that the proclamati:n of 
a public boycott would mean the end of the Gérman-Jewish Community. 
Mr. Laski said that he had consulted certain eminent persons on this 
matter, and he had followed the advice he had received. Mr. Laski 
explained why the last meeting of the Board of Deputies was held in 
camera. It was not so much that they were frightened but that there 
was a strong Nazi espionage organisation here, and had the proceedings 
been public they might have given an indication to that organisation of 
what was being done. The only way to tackle the situation, said Mr. 
Laski, was to collect money to get the young people out of Germany so 
that they could build a new Jewish life elsewhere. They had already 
tried te get the Iiritish Government to help. In their anxiety for the 
Germ wn Jews let them not forget the Jews in Poland and Austria. Things 
were very serious and they had got to be careful that the heath on fire 
did not spread. In conclusion, Mr. Laski spoke of certain features of 
present-day Anglo-Jewry. They had got to make it impossible, he 
declared, for commercial immorality to be regarded as something that 
was clever. He took a very strong and a very stern view about this. 

Mr. M. Gordon Liverman proposed a vote of thanks to Mr, Laski, and 
appealed for support for the Central British Fund for German Jewry. 
Dayan H. M. Lazarus seconded the vote. 

Mr. Neville Laski will address meetings at Liverpool on Monday 
next ; at the Queen’s Hotel, Leeds, on Tuesday next; and in Edinburgh 
on Wednesday next.

Dead is marred by the mumbling of names and amounts at a rapid rate, 
except when the officiant jibs at a name he finds it difficult to read. If 
the United Synagogue (which, by the way, has recently shown in 
connection with the situation of the German Jews that it does not regard 
itself as a mere money-making body) will not discontinue the practice, 
at least its heads could make it less reprehensible were they to give 
directions that the offerings should be ‘‘ taken as read.’’

MR. JOHN HOWESON ON POSITION OF TIN. 

The Fifth Ordinary General Meeting of the Anglo-Oriental Mining Corpora- 
tion, Ltd., was held on Thursday August Sist, at the Institute of Chartered 
Accountants, Moorgate Place, London, E.C. 

Mr. John Howeson (Chairman of the Company) said that the concatenation 
of adversities througso which they had passed had striined their resources to the 
utmost limit; yet they had been able to live up to their mandate, and might claim 
to have achieved their main objectives. From the first sign of impending 
disaster they had made no secret of their determination to throw the whole of 
their weight into the balance in favour of co-operation, and it was due solely to 
co-operation that tin had been enabled to set the shining example. which al! the 
world now acclaimed and sought to follow. He referred not merely to the 
re-evtablishment of an economic price or to the hard-won stibility of recent 
months, but also to the means by which those aimirable results had been 
accomplished—the co-operative restraint upon heedless over-production, the 
financial arrangements which had facilitated the sterilisation of surplus stocks, 
the merging or grouping of properties, and the concerted efforts to safeguard the 
industry by the endowment of scientitic research. 

Had that gigantic task been left unessayed, the industry, far from facing 
an early return to prosperity, would be lying In ruins, buried beneath a pile of 
stocks which it would take years to uncover; while better organised and more 
progressive competitors were left free to capture, perhaps for all time, the best 
of its business. Despite an epoch of cataciysmal depression, the Corporation 
and its affiliates had won through on every front; and, thanks to the complete 
succe.s of co-operative control, the tin industry was now excellently placed to 
profit to the full by the trade recovery which would seem to be at hand. 


DIVIDEND POLICY. 


With their eyes upon the substantial carry-forward, some shareholders 
might be in doubt as to why the directors were not able to recommend the 
resumption of dividends. Apart f.om_ other considerations, they could not yet 
be sure of the precise extent to which the greatly improved demand for tin 
reflected the increased consump ion of manufactured goods or that the revival 
in American trade would endure, while international commerce could not be 
regarded as securely founded as long as the monetary exchanges remained in a 
state of indefinable flux. It was also necessary that the quota of output to 
which they were at present restricted should be raised before they could view 
the outlook as assured. 

At the meeting last vear he had expressed the belief that tin producers 
would lead the way towards the general recovery in the price-level.of primary 
commodities, without which the wheels of international commerce could not 
resume their normal rotation, That belief had been justified by events. More- 
over, where they had stood almost alone only a year or two ago, responsible 
opinion throughout the civilised nations was now wholly at one with them, not 
only in recognising that it was impracticable to revert to pre-War pricesin a 
world over-burdened with debt, but also in accepting the princi: le of co-opera- 
tive regulation of output as the only logical and immediately effective means of 
restoring the balance when production had fallen entirely out of step with 
consumption. |
